“ We should destroy the cotton stalks 
as quickly as possible. 
Wh**re it is 
not practical to plow them under com­ 
pletely eariy in the season, the follow­ 
ing plan is to be recommended: 
Cut 
the stalks with a slide cutter or any 
other practical method, leaving two 
rows standing out 
of every ten or 
more, not too far apart: when the cut • 
stalks are dry enough to burn, wim - 
row them on the two rows and burn. 
The weevils will leave the dry stalks 
and congregate on the green ones, and 
you are thus enabled to destroy great 
numbers of them and prevent their 
wintering over to start a new genera­ 
tion in the spring. 
The success of 
this plan depends largely upon doing 
the work before the 
cool northers 
drive the weevil into the brush to 
hibernate. 
This will materially re­ 
duce the number of hibernated weevil 
and make their control in the spring 
much easier and less expensive.”

the depression incident to the glutting 
of the market with products for which 
the producer has no adequate storage 
facilities is over the market is bound 
to react. 
When the reaction comes, 
the man wha has had the nerve to 
store the produce and risk the expense 
and spoilage will reap a reward in 
profits that are justly his and for the 
taking of which he is not to be justly 
censured. 
♦ ♦ ♦ 
It has become alm ost a habit with 
many of us to abuse the speculators, 
the middle men, 
and some of us are 
prone to regard them all as “ prod 
teers.” 
This is wrong both in morale 
and economics. 
With the majority of 
us without storage facilities to take 
care of our produce and without finan­ 
cial means to hold it if we had the 
storage, if the speculator did not tak# 
it off of our hands at harvest time 
much of it would rot and w aste and 
be a clear loss to us. 
In the mean 
time, from a surfeit at harvest time 
the world would plunge into absolute 
need for the product between seasons. 
Until the farmer stores his products 
and markets thtm direct to the con­ 
sumer the speculator will serve a very 
important and useful purpose both to 
producer aud 
consumer. 
This will 
come about only when organization 
among farmers becomes effective and 
when more attention to the market 
ing of products by 
producers 
bass 
revolutionized the present commercial 
system . 
Anything that disturbs the 
certainty of profits backs the specula­ 
tor of the game and reacts in demoral­ 
ized markets 
to the producer—and 
some times financial ruin to those not 
able to weather the storm —and that 
too usually without any compensating 
benefit to the consumer, 
'ftose who 
have w atchei the trend of the sweet 
potato market recently will not have 
far to reek the tale that this mora 
adorns. 
And there are others. 
♦ ♦ ♦ 
And speaking about sweet potatoes 
leads us to ask if you have eyer ob­ 
served 
that 
human 
nature 
is a 
“ strange critter?” 
Texas has 
this 
season produced one of the 
finest 
sw eet potato crops, both in size and 
quality in the history of the state. 
Sw eet potatoes, while not altogether 
their equivalent as food -b ein g differ­ 
ent in food 
constituents,—are on the 
whole richer and more nutritious than 
Irish potatoes and can he substituted 
for them in many ways qn our tables. 
Yet we witness the anomalous situa­ 
tion of bur own product going begging 
for a market while we spend thous­ 
ands of dollars every week importing 
Irish potatoes from the North atta 
W est.

If the terrible w aste of feed this 
v*ar on account o f too much rain has 
taught us the value of the silo as a 
means of saving our forage our losses 
will not have been altogether in vain.

judicious feeding of t.ie right kind of 
ensilage to other c lo s e s of Ii e stock 
very advantageous.

“ Last winter our citrus plantings 
suffered severely from a comparative­ 
ly light freeze. 
This was undoubtedly 
due to the feet that a wet fall and 
early winter had induced an unreason­ 
able growth, and the trees were full 
of Bap and tender 
wood when the 
freeze came. 
The present indicates a 
repetition of this condition fqr the 
coming winter, and steps should be 
taken to offset the effects of excessive 
moisture at this season. 
Plant crops 
oat s. or some other heavy feeder 
that will use up all the moisture possi­ 
ble. 
Above all do not interplant the 
orchard with winter truck which must 
be irrigated during the fall and winter. 
Cutting o ff the moisture helps to in­ 
duce dormancy in the tree. 
This may 
be furthered by shading the trees with 
any available material, setting it on 
all antas but the north, thus cooling 
the ground around the tree and cut­ 
ting off the sunlight. 
A dormant tree 
is hard to kill by freezing; a sappy one 
is very easy to suffer. 
Any method 
that will check 
the flow of sap and 
give the wood time to harden before 
frost will increase the safety of your 
trees.”
